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MINISTER'S  MESSAGE 


Facts  and  figures  usually  make  dull  reading,  but  this  year,  I 
would  like  to  share  some  of  these  with  you. 

During  the  past  season,  almost  1,000  performances  were 
presented  by  non-profit  community  organizations  to  audiences 
totalling  approximately  300,000.  Of  these  1,000  performances,  657 
were  given  by  Alberta  performers.  There  were  classical  music  recitals, 
popular  music,  jazz,  country  and  folk  concerts,  together  with  dance, 
mime  and  theatre  productions.  In  addition  to  these  community  series 
attractions,  performing  artists  played  to  student  audiences  of  379,309 
in  over  1,600  schools  throughout  the  province. 

These  statistics  reflect  many  hours  of  volunteer  work  by 
community  presenters  and  by  educators  seeking  to  enrich  the  lives  of 
our  young  people.  It  is  work  that  is  demanding  and  complicated, 
requiring  great  commitment  and  enthusiasm  in  its  implementation. 

On  behalf  of  all  of  us  who  have  shared  the  pleasure  of  these 
performances,  I  would  like  to  thank  each  and  every  one  of  you  who 
made  this  possible.

Used  in  conjunction 
with  the  1980-81  directory,  the  supplement  will 
provide  a  broad  coverage  of  information  on 
performers  and  presenters  throughout  the 
province.

NOTES  TO  PRESENTERS 

Please  read  all  directions  carefully. 


RESPONSIBILITIES 

In  the  engagement  of  artists  listed  in  the 
directory,  the  presenters'  responsibilities  are 
normally  as  follows: 

1.  Selection  of  artists  and  season  programming; 

2.  Suitable  facilities  for  the  performance; 

3.  Maintenance  of  box  office  and  front-of-house 
services  and  staff; 

4.  All  local  publicity  and  promotion; 

5.  Payment  of  the  artists'  fees  and  all  contractual 
arrangements. 

FEES 

Most  fees  quoted  in  the  book  include  such 
expenses  as  transportation,  subsistence  and 
accompanists.  Many  of  the  fees  are  negotiable, 
and  presenting  organizations  should  discuss 
special  circumstances  with  each  artist  or  manager. 
Generally,  fees  for  school  performances  and 
workshops  are  considerably  lower  than  public 
performances,  based  on  the  assumption  that  the 
artist  will  be  performing  at  an  evening  concert  in 
the  same  community  or  nearby. 

FINANCIAL  ASSISTANCE 

Community  non-profit  presenters  in  Alberta  who 
run  a  "Season"  series  of  three  or  more  separate 
performances  will  be  eligible  for  the  following 
assistance  from  Alberta  Culture: 

1 .  50%  of  the  artist's  fee  where  the  artist  or 
group  are  residents  of  Alberta. 

2.  30%  of  the  artist's  fee  where  the  artist  or 
group  reside  outside  of  Alberta,  but  within 
Canada. 

3.  20%  of  the  artist's  or  group's  fee  in  all  other 
cases.

It  should  be  noted  that  presenters  are  not 
restricted  to  making  their  selection  of  artists  from 
those  listed  in  this  book. 
Also,  inclusion  in  the  Directory  does  not 
necessarily  constitute  an  endorsement  of  a 
particular  listing.
